W. Shelton Smith, 58, 
told city commissioners Monday, 
nighthe was quitting to take a job’ 
in Dothan, Alabama. 

Saying he was leaving with 


` “mixed emotions," Mr..Smith said 


the move would allow he and his 
wife, Rachel, to be closer to their 
childrén and grandchildren. 

“It's been tough at times, but I've 
enjoyed working here," he said in a 
telephone interview the next day. 
“This community. is different. 
Everybody is so welcoming. We've 
made a lot of friends in the short 
time we've been here.” 

Mr. Smith's last day will be July 
5. He will start as Dothan's city 
mianager on July 10. 

"That doesn't give us much time 
to prepare, he said, "but we'll 
manage."

The news is full of health 
studies warning Americans 
that high cholesterol levels can 
lead to heart disease and all 
sorts of other health ailments.

Then they talk about "bad" cho- 
lesterol and "good" cholesterol. 
Do you know which is which? 

There are many books on the 
market that explain the whole 
cholesterol issue. One of my 
favorites is "Low Fat Living," 
by Dr. Robert Cooper and 
Leslie Cooper. 

Cholesterol is animal fat. 
Your body makes its own, and 
needs it tó maintain health. 
But too much can be unhealthy. 

When people talk about cho- 
lesterol levels, they usually are 
referring to total cholesterol 
count. According to "Low Fat 
Living," a range of 180 to 190 
milligrams per deciliter їз an 
ideal total Serum cholesterol. 


But.the total number is not as 
important as the ratio of LDL 
(low density lipoproten) to HDL 
(high density lipoprotein) and 
VLDL (very low density 
lipoprotéin.) The recommended 
ratio of LDL to HDL is below 
4.6 for men and below 4.0 for 
women. 

LDL is "bad" cholesterol. 
LDL sticks to the walls of the 
coronary arteries, contributing 
to the formation of plaque. "The 
higher the LDL level, tife 
greater the risk of heart dis- 
ease," writes Dr. Cooper. HDL 
is the "good" kind of cholesterol. 
It takes the LDL away from the 
arteries and transports it else- 
where VLDL has some impor-

On occasion, 
these reactions can also affect 
the airway, causing spasm that 
threatens the victims life. 

It is not uncommon for ER's 
in this country to see such vic- 
tims after their “experimenta- 
tion" with drugs in these par- 
ticular categories. 

Appropriate administration 
of medications will usually stop 
the reaction.

Staying safe on 
campus a matter of,

Radford University 

Going to college is an exciting and sometimes 
scary step in any young adult's life. Parents, as 
well, experience a range of emotions, from pride 
to protectiveness. One of the common concerns 
students: and parents share is campus safety. 
Although not on campus, parents can play a part 
in ensuring the safety of their child and, by 
learning a few campus.safety tips, stüdents can 
avoid becoming victims. 

"You hear about so much crime in the news, 
that I think there hás been а general increase in 
sensitivity to and awareness of crime issues on 
campus," says Radford University Dean of 
Students Bonnie Hurlburt. A comprehensive 
University in Southwest Virginia, enrolling 
8,500 students, RU has been ranked one of the 
nation's safest campuses by The Chronicle of 
Higher Education. Hurlburt says that, although 
parents are not on campus, they can do several 
things.to make sure their child is in a safe envi- 
ronment. 

Talk to the prospective student about crime 
and go over basic common sense safety rules. 
"We are very open with the parents before and 
during our:summer orientation. We give them a 
Security. and , Safety brochure and talk ‘with 
them about encouraging their sons. and daugh- 
ters to use good sense," says Hurlburt. Chief of 
RU Police Toby: Phillips agrees parents should 
discuss safety with their child and says that they 
should give instruction during the pre-teen and 
teenage years on being cautious and not being 
too trusting or taking risky chances. 

Research the crime'rates at institutions the 
student is interested in. Hurlburt emphasizes 
that, per the Jeanpie Clery Disclosure óf 
Campus Security Policy and Campus Crime 
Statistics Act, public and private institutions of 
higher education that participate in any federal 
student aid programs are required to publicly 
disclose three years of campus crime statistics 
and basic security policies. She urges parents to 
research the campus crime reports of schools in 
which their child is interested. Many universi 
ties, including Radford, publish these statistics 
on their web site. 

Nationwide statistics may also be obtained 
through the web site of the Chronicle of Higher 
Education (chronicle.com). Hurlburt notes, how- 
ever, that the statistics reported are only сат- 
pus crimes and that the. parent should also take 
into account the crime rate of the city in which 
the school is located.’

Phillips says that the most common crime 
problems on.campuses across the nation аге 
crimes against property, although violént crimes 
do occasionally occur. He recommends many pér- 
sonal safety tips to students so they can avoid 
becoming a victim. 

* Don't walk alone and always be aware of 
your surroundings, 

* Use public, well-lighted walkways and avoid 
any dark and isolated areas. 

*. Look alert and hold your keys in your hand 
when you are walking to'your vehicle. 

* Give your vehicle Ше дојск once-ovér before 
entering, including looking in the back seat. 

* If уби are. being followed, cross the street 
change direction, keep looking back so the-per- 
son realizes you are aware of his/her presence, 
go to а well-lighted area, notice as many physi- 
cal details of the person following you as possible 
and report the incident to the police. 

* If you are alone in your room, an office or a 
classroom keep the door locked, always ask who 
is at the door before opening, never prop open 
locked exterior building doors and when you 
leave the room, always lock it even if you: will 
only be gone a minute. 

* Be cáreful whom you give personal informa- 
tion to. 

* Always remain in’ control of yourself and 
yqur. surroundings at social functions and be 
aware of the content and quantity of any bever- 
ages or other substances you consume. 


Property protection tips include: 

* Keep, all cash, checks, credit cards, purses 
“etc, with you;at all times, Never leave them 
unattended or unsecured. 

* Keep уойг car locked at all times and store 
valuable items in the trunk. 

* Store:computers,lab equipment and audiovi- 
sual equipment ina locked classroom or office. 

* Make а record of the serial nuniber of both 
personal and university property in'your room or

offices have an engraver available for loan. 

* Lock all doors and windows in your room. 

* Don't bring valuables, i.e. watch, jewelry, 
with you to athletic facilities.

Caribbean. 

The President of Honduras, 
Carlos Flores Facusse, said the 
storm destroyed 50 years of 
progress.
